scess on tho lungs was suspected three 
days ago, and the condition of tho pa- 
tient since has been such as to confirm 
the dreaded suspicion. The physicians 
hare made no public mention of the- fact 
for various reasons, chief of which is that 
it was not desired to alarm tho country. 


It was decided nearly a month ago to 
give no information of an alarming char- 
actor to the public unless the patient's 
condition absolutely demanded it. For 
this reason nothing was said about the 
affection of the parotid gland until the

From a careful observation in our 


travels among farmers, .wo aro led to 
the conclusion that when a farmer fails 
to succeed, one of tho principal causes1 
is the want of thorough cultivation of 
his crop; no matter how rich tho land- 
may bo, or how liberal is tho dressino- 
of manure applied, if cultivation is 
neglected, the result will be a larfce 
.crop of weeds and a small crop of grain: 
or vegetables. 
Sonio, by way of an^ 


excuse,, declare that in a wet season it1 
is impossible to keep tho woods down ! 
but this is known to be false by thor- 
ough cultivators; n visit to their farms 
will convince the most skeptical that 
weeds may bo kept down whatever may 
be the stato of tho weather. It is a fact 
that ought to be known by every farmer 
that by thorough cultivation the weeds 
are entirely destroyed by leas labor 
than is expended in simply keopino- tho 
weeds in check. 


A crop once overrun with woods will 
never recover, no matter how thorough 
the after cultivation may bo. Plants 
when small need tho sunshine, and they 
also need,to havo tho soil frequently 
stirred around them; where shaded 
by woods, they are not only robbed 
of just 
tho 
fertilizer 
they 
need 


to make them grow, but they are com- 
pelled to grow in the shade, and the 
tact that the weeds have not been, de- 
stroyed by cultivation is good evidence 
that the ground has been made hard by 
tho spring rains, and baked by tho hot 
sun. Whenever weeds as hio-h as tho 
crop are removed tho plants that havo 
grown in the shade of the weeds aro in 
no condition to bear the hot summer 
sun, and so they wilt down, cease to 
grow and many of them die. 


Whatever other operations the farmer 


may fcel_compollcd to delay the de- 
struction of woods should always re- 
ceive prompt attention, even if ho has 
to employ extra help ; for hero ho is 
suffering-a double loss ; the injury to 
the crops, and the greatly increased 
labor of destroying tho weeds. 


One great mistake which many make 


is in permitting the weeds to ripen their 
seeds around the plowed fields; by many 
it is thought if the weeds are destroyed 
as far as tho hood crops grow, it is 
enough, but it is not; a moment's ro- 
ilection ought to convince every ono 
that there aro few if any, things on a 
farm that can be done so easy as mow- 
ing tho weeds around a field, that will 
save so much labor in tho future ; ono 
hour thus spent will save more than ten 
honm'; labor the followuur year.

Tame of grass and hay. 


There is much room for improvement, 


however, in our method—taking the 
country as a whole—both as to culture 
and to cutting and curing. ' There aro 
a variety of little implements and instru- 
ments which are exceedingly useful in 
different branches of agriculture, but 
which many farmers aro either careless 
aBout possessing, or aro incredulous as 
to their utility. Now we all know that 
fair weather is desirable for curing hay, 
and while it may not bo absolutely with- 
in our power to. definitely forecast the 
weather, a barometer and thermometer 
will materially aid us, and wo should be 
in possession of them. 
Not any of the 


many cheap and good-for-nothing in- 
struments which are got up for the ex. 
press purpose of swindling farmers, but 
reliable instruments. A good barometer 
will indicate pretty clearly the conditions 
of tho weather for twenty-four hours 
ahead,-at.least it will warn of probabili- 
ties. Careful study of tho skies and at- 
mosphere will bo useful, and while a 
large number of farmers have made 
these in their several localities a study, 
until thoy can very accurately predict 
tho conditions of tho weather, aft havo 
not. In few words, tho farmer should 
always bo a close student of nature and 
his surroundings. 


Having done tho best that may be 


in forecasting tho weather, do not at- 
tempt te do too much in tho field at ono 
time, cutting only what grass you havo 
facilities for handling in a reasonable 
time. Dry :as rapidly as possible. Tho 
degree of drying will materially affect 
tho quality of tho hay. 
Years ago hay 


was dried much moro thoroughly than 
: 


now, 
and while too little drying is worso I 


than an excess, the present modo of | 
drying just enough to insure its keeping 
well is a vast improvement. All tho dry- 
ing which is not necessary to its koepin" 
sweet and bright 
is a detriment to 


the hay. 
Just before a rain is tho best 


time for tho process of drying, for then 
all tho dampness is drawn out of the at- 
mosphere, and tho drying will bo very 
speedily accomplished. 
Wo might re- 


mark in this connection that an abso- 
lutely clear day is a more certain fore- 
runner of a storm than a partially cloudy 
day is, and is something that is not al- 
ways understood. If cabbages, and oth- 
er plants aro seen to bc in a wilted con- 
dition, a storm may bo fairly predicted. 


Hay should bo placed under cover in 
storage. 
If there ia not room in the 


barn for it, sheds should bo erected for 
tho purpose. 
It will pay to take this 


little extra trouble and to incurr this 
trifling extra expense. 
Hut if wo havo 


not such conveniences, we must do tho 
next best thing, and stack it. 
This 


should bo carefully done, and necessi- 
tates experience, which should invari- 
ably bo employed. 
If it should be 


found necessary to put tho hay in cocks 
m tho field, it should bc coyercij with 
canvas, which wo would say in answer 
to a correspondent, and for general in- 
formation, is a good thing, and should 
be in moro general uso than it is'.-SL

Cutting and Curing Hay. 


As wo have frequently remarked, our 


custom la to cut grass just before the 
loads begin to turn brown, before tho 
seed is ripened. If cut much before 
this it contains too much water, and ia 
consequently loss nutritious, and if cut 
later it will navo too much woody fiber, 
and consequently is less digestible. In 
tho process of ripening tho seed, too, 
there is a heavy drain upon the nutritious 
elements of the plant which center in 
the ripened seed to a very large extent, 
and it ia also exhausting to the soil. If 
any of our readers, therefore, have failed 
to comply with these rules, they will 
find it to their advantage to do so in the 
future. The hay crop of the country is 
such a valuable element in our larm 
production that tho utmost cace should 
bo exercised In preserving it in the best 
manner. It Is altogether probable that 
the vast importance of this crop is but 
imperfectly appreciated. Naturally it 
Is regarded as valuable, 0>ut that there 
is an absolute universal realization that 
it is tho baste ol successful farming, and 
ono of tho leading1 crops, is doubtful. 
But a few years back, it Is very certain 
that there waa not even an approach to 
such a realization, tho careless manner 
ol saving tho crop belngjpno o/ tho best 
evidences of the toot.!

On two cor- 
ners I found the clusters of tiny white 
eggs with some newly-hatched bugs, and 
in two or three places in tho spring-bed, 
nests which promised a prolific increase. 
All of tho time I was very careful not to 
scatter them, preferring to hunt them in 
the bedsteads, and hoping to run no risk 
of getting them into the walls or under 
the mob-boards. Ono slat at a time was 
taken out carefully, watching at each 
end, and then examined in every por- 
tion before putting back. The whole 
bedstead was cleaned, and then the 
cracks and joints brushed with am- 
monia. I like to use this because it kills 
the bugs and (I believe, but am not cer- 
tain from my own observation,) destroys 
the life of tho eggs, but its powerful 
smell brings out in dismay any bugs that 
have escaped my eye. I uso a fine knit- 
tjng needle to poko out the cracks. I 
kilt allof tho bugs, and crush all tho 
eggs that I see, and dose well with am- 
monia where I can not see. I found 
only a few full-grown bugs, and it 
seemed to me I did tho hunting and 
destruction business very thoroughly, 
but I never foci suro that the work is all 
done, and continue to watch and search 
for some time after tho big hunt. 
If I 


soo another bug I shall try tho now 
remedy recommended to mo by a neigh- 
bor. Sho says there is nothing like alum, 
as sho has learned by experience. Her 
directions were: 
"Dissolve alum in 


water, using a little more alum than the 
water will take up. 
Wash over every 


possible place for bugs with this strong 
solution,, using a rag or a brush, as is 
most convenient." This remedy is safe 
and cheap, and is said to bo very effect- 
ual. For a log house, or in unfinished 
rooms, how would it do to use a white- 
wash brush, and go all over tho walls, 
floors and ceilings P Alum is cheap, and 
it Is easily dissolved in water. 


I asked, " How do they come?" We 


can not;tell In each particular 'case, but 
by groat care wo can usually keep free 
from thorn, though tho case Is" a hard 
ono whon ono moves into a house .with 
infested walls. My neighbor lent an 
umbrella, and whon, after a week or so, 
it was returned, sho opened it while 
carrying it to its place. 
She had no 


thoiught of bugs, but there was a poof 
hungry-looking bed-bug in tho folds of 
thoj umbrella! 
A hired man came to a 


place to work, and tho next morning a 
bn» was found on tho wall near Tils 
valpo. An overcoat was borrowed in 
a storm, and in its folds was found a 
bod-bug. People who aro very careful' 
never lay the outer clothing of visitors 
upon a bed, but upon a table or chair. 
It shoms unkind to be so suspicious, "but 
my mother tells of seeing a great bed- 
bug on tho shawl of a visitor, as. it was 
handed to her, which «o disconcerted 
•herlthat sho impulsively started to carry 
both bonnet and shawl into tho wood- 
shcd. A very neat and lovely lady told 
me :of finding ono of these repulsive 
insects on the white strings of her Leg-' 
horn bonnot on her return home from 
church.—Cor. American Agriculturist,
